The applicant further argues that the teachings of Saito fail to disclose "wherein said registration information comprises a device serial ID 
number associated with said location where the communication device is registered" The applicant further alleges that "Saito merely 
discloses that the device ID is registered in a database". The examiner disagrees, Saito discloses of acquiring a home address as an IP 
address of a corresponding terminal and it is checked to see whether the acquired home address is registered in the database, see column 
14, lines 49-53. An IP address is interepreted as a location on the network since it is the mobile terminal that is registered at specific 
location and communications are directed to that particular address. For example, on page 15 of the applicant's specification, paragraph 55 
indicates that the location is "the 1 st home" which would correspond to the an IP address. Computers are known to communication with one 
another through the use of IP addresses. 

The applicant argues that nothing in the cited references disclose of "entering the device serial ID". The examiner disagrees with the 
applicant's assertion, it is inherent that the device ID is entered since it is being used for comparison to determine if it is registered at a 
particular location. 
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
